You  are  right,  T  believe,  in  making  &  distinction  between  the 
Education  that  the  University  nay  afford  and  that  which  car  be  orcvided  in 
the  Technical  Schools.  ,Ve  have  trade  a  very  Shall  beginning  in  the  wav  of 
giving  instruction  in  Ceramics  for  the  man  » he  is  to  t  come  r  ineerj, 
and  1  have  no  doubt  that  before  long  this  will  be  developed'  ^to  a  depart¬ 
ment  of  considerable  importance.  'Indeed,  as  you  mention  in  your  article., 
nothing  cut  financial  difficulty  has  stood  in  the  way  of  .its  development 
long  cefore  Inis.  We  are  at  present  endeavouring  to  lay  the  foundation 
of  such  a  department.  This,  however,  would  be  intended, as  in  tne  case 
of  the  other  university  faculti®?,  to  train  the  mar  in  charge  of  large 
constructive  works,  the  investigator  into  the.  auallty  of  clays,,  and  the 
research  student,,  who  might  be  of  immense  commercial  value  to  the  community. 
There  is  on  t>a  oth^i-  hand  the  workman;,  the  artificer;,  the  formaanl,  whose 
skill  the  conn  unity  reautres.  Vorc  and  more  we  must  think  of  his 


education. 


Ilf  we  had  a  large  department  of  Ceramics.,  we  might  be  able 


t 


to  establish  short  courses  tor  hit  in  the  interval  until  a  trade  school  was 
estatlisnei  under  the  auspices  of  the  Technical  School,  and  such  a  trade 
school  as  this  should  before  long  have  a  dace  .in  our  ooirnunity.  'It  is  one 
of  the  steos  that  is  necessary  for  the  develooTant  of  our  workers.!  none., 
therefore.,  that  we  >ray  look  forward  to  having  in  the  near  future  a  full 
enuiDTent  for  the  education  ot  workers  i r  clays,  whether  he  be  a  director 
or  engineer  in  charge  or  the  intelligent  fora an  and  high  class  artificer 
who  will  take  oleasure  in  understanding  nis  work  am  producing  tne  best 
possible  results.
